Letters from Germany.

Sunday, Mat 15th: Land Hoi V hen we
awoke at six, we were in the muddy waters
of the Elbe ; at seven we breakfasted, and al
nine or ten we had exchanged the Holsntia for
a little steamer, which took us in two hours to
Hamburg. Dear old boat I There came a feel
ing of sadness over us, as we looked at it for
the last time, remembering all the good times
for the Inst fourteen days; and with hearty
good will, we gave three cheers as our boat
Elided away from under her tall side. A love
ly ride it was, pnst elegant villus, and nea',
pretty thatched cottages, green fields and one
fine, large custlo. We could not find words
to expess our enthusiasm in our. first view of
Germany. Arrived at the city, we took hack
for St. Petersburg Hotel. Such queer old
bouses as we passed, with very sleep roofs,
half a dozen stories high, and covered willi
windows in front, somo of the streets are
very narrow, so that we could hardly pass a

carriage, and the door-step- s of the. houses
within a foot of the edge of the sidewalk.
Bui a great change appeared as we reached
the street our hotel is on. This hotel is situa-
ted most beautifully on the river Alster, a
part of which is enclosed with stone, so that
It lorms a hike, or "Inner Alster." All around
are the most lovely promenades, immensely
wide, beyond which is the carralge-way- , and
elegant residences, such a series as is not to
be seen in all Europe. Beyond the Verbin- -

dungbahn is the outer Alster. It Hows south,
and under a fine, new bridge, by the side ol
our hotel. Imagine the effect of this lovely
sheet of water, In the evening lighted by
about 80 gas burners around it. It reminds
one of Venice. There are many hotels around
this Inner Alstar; the St. Petersburg is the
best. Wo ordered a light lunch immediately,
and at four o'clock, we dressed for the tubk dt
hote the only meal a day given without or-

ders. Most of the party felt the motion of the
boat still, but I did not. The dinner was ex-

cellent, but not so elaborate as we have been
accustomed to fur the last two weeks. As the
most of the party had something else to do, I
toon a walk alone around the "Alster," enjoy-id- g

it hugely. At the right upper corner of it,
on a knoll, is the Gallery of Fine Arts, buill
in 1807. Stumbling on it as I did, it filled me
Willi delight. Statues of all the celebrated
painters and sculptors are set In niches in the
wall the two most prominent, those of Mi-

chael Angelo and Raphael. I was led on a lit
tle beyond, to a lovely spot a small sheet of
water, leading down to which are deep lawns,
filled with trees, with stately mansions for the
buck-groun- In front of the gallery is An ex-

quisite bronze- - statue of Schiller, with four
female figures at the base, representing Poe-
try, Philosophy, Justice, and one I do not re- -

cull. The expression of his mouih and chin
is one of the most beautiful I have ever seen
in a face. On finishing my circuit, I met some
of my party, and we went over it again. Re
turning to our hotel, it was dark enough t

light our wax caudles, gas being only used in
the public rooms. We lighted three of them,
but they gave loo little light to write by, so
we studied the Guide Book.

The beds slept very nicely, with a spring
Diatliass underneath and a large down cush-

Unconscious Orthodoxy.

In considering tho theologio contro-
versies that separate men who have after
all a genuine sympathy in the spirit of
Christ's teaching, aome allowance should
be made for a singular principle of hu-

man nature which we have t.ever seen
satisfactorily explained ; what may be
called the capacity for double relief.
There are minds that sincerely accept
two inconsistent, not only inconsistent
but opposilo doctrines, and are never
conscious of the contradietion.

Here is a gentleman of intelligence
and good sense, moving in the highest
circles of a Christian community, who is
a Unitarian, and hears on Sunday a
sermon on the innate excellence of hu-

man nature. As tho preacher dwells
on the common and precious virtues
which make life hnppy, the hearer thinks
of his family, his friends, the circle of
acquaintance in which he moves, and his
whole mind revolts from the doctrine of
depravity and sinfulness. He accepts
heartily and sincerely the rose colored
view of life, and feels that the whole
human lace is slandered and defamed by
any ether doctrine than that which his
pastor is extolling.

But on Monday, when he goes through
the street, he reverts to a more practi-
cal view ot life. He sees imposture in
the vagrant beggar, as quickly as any
one; he would gladly rescue the drunken
wretch he meets if he supposed it were
possible, but he has long since come to
the conclusion that no human power
can reform such esses. And when he
takes his seat in his counting-roo- to
deal with customers, or in his office to
advise with client, or at the State House
in affairs of government, he measures
every man by the same tests of character
that every one else dueB. He considers
it not impossible for anybody to go
wrong. He deals with nobody he does
not watch. Ho ponders men's motives
and moves guardedly among them at
every step. Temptation he holds is not
to be needlessly thrust upon any one,
for even the best may fall ; and the
methods of business, therefore, must be
so nd justed that, so tar as possible, it
shall be for men's interest to serve him
faithfully, and deal with him fairly.

Let us look into the parlor of a bank
when the directors are seated around the
long table. Question of loans to this or
that dealer, of the rigularity of the ac-

counts of a teller, or the correctness of
the cashier's habits, may be up. Does
the reader think he could tell from w hat
any one of these gentlemen says on a
practical question ot the trustworthiness
of human nature, what his opinions on
the very same question would be if pre-
sented theologioally on a Sunday ? Not
at all. The loosest moralist is then ot
the same kind as his orthodox friend.

Fireworks.
The New York Ecening Pott furnishes some

facts concerning the manufacture and use of
fireworks, in which "children of a larger
growth will just now be interested:

Contrary to the general itcpression the
trade m fireworks lias increased rapidly
during the past few years. AH the man-
ufacturers are producing larger quanti-
ties than ever before. Indeed, one well
known house made estimates at the be-

ginning of the manufacturing season on
the basis of an increase of thirty-fiv- e to
forty per cent, of production and sale,
and this has been found far to small.

The amount of Chinese crackers im-

ported the present year exceeds by fifty
thousand boxes thu importations ot any
previous year. Tho total importations
approximate two hundred and fifty thou-
sand boxes, representing a cash value ot
more than half a million dollars, all to
be burned up by patriotic boy in one
day. The Chinese crackers are of differ-
ent grades, costing from t'2 75 to $40 a
box, and some of the larger sizes sold
are waranted to crack the largest & thick-
est plate glass window that can be found.
About two hundred and titty thousand
dollars' worth of torpedoes are made in
this country annually. Aside from these,
rockets and Horns ti candles constitute
two-third- s of all the fireworks manufac
tured here. Some idea of the importance
of these three items can be formed from
the fact that a single firm has made this
year about 50,000,000 torpedoes, 250,000
rockets which will burst in over 3,000,--
000 stars, and over 500,000 Ho in an can-
dles, containing about 2,000,000 stars.

Largo sums ot money are spent yearly
in new devices for exhibitional pieces for
municipal celebrations. l'or instance.
in this city there are public displays usu-
ally at fitteeu different points, tho cost
of which can be roughly estimated at
fifteen thousand dollars. Tho smaller
cities, such as Troy, Utica, Hochester,
Syracuse, and so forth, spend sums year
ly varying trom ?o00 to 5,000. lioston
usually spends the latter amount on her
publiu display ; Baltimore about $3000 ;

Chicago an equal amount ; Cincinnati
about 12,000. The cost of exhibition
pieces, as the larger and more elaborate
designs are called, reach as high ss
V500 which was the value ot a single
piece exhibited in this city in 1869. The
highest price of those made for the or
dinary trade is about 125.

Colored paper balloons have largely
increased in favor of late. Formerly
their sale was chiefly confined to large
cities, but now there is a demand for
them all over the country. They vary
in size from five to thirty feet in circum-
ference, and the price from $2 to $18 a
dozen. The demand for Chinese lauterna
increase every year. Some few are
brought from China, and a still smaller
number, being those of most elaborate
workmanship, from Uermany, but moat
are made iu this city and it ueighbor-boof- j.

the day, and yon mildly intimate that
so slight a work will, of course, be soon
finished. He give only a negative as-

Time doe not hang
heavily on his hands. lie is working by
the day. He does not appear to be a
all troubled by the accidental breaking
of the glas, and the consequent expense
aud annoyance. He beats up under your
misfortune wilh surpiiiing grao He
sits down and rests.

And finally, when you
find your faith in that old proverb
which claims that more haste is accom-
panied with less speed i totally ruined,
and the cost of your patching has ex-

making a syrup "far surpassing that of
the be. t, aud even of the sorghum iu
delicacy ot flavor, while the yield is
much more abundant. The average pro-
duct ot a bushel of sweet potatoes the
yam variety being preferred is alleged
to be over two gallons, aud as the average
yield per acre, on poor soil, is from 150
to 180 bushels, the product must neces
sarily be trom yoo to 350 gallons of syrup.
This must open in the view of the piney-wood- s

agriculturist a new and more
profitable industry, one man wilh a mule,
being able to cultivate at least fifteen
acres in potatoes. The residum, after
the juice syrup has been extracted, is pro
nounced a valuable ediblce either tor man
or beast.
